LAWS OF WISCONSIN—Cag. 43-44.

CHAPTER 43.

AN ACT toamend section six of chapter one hundred and twen-
ty-one of the laws of Wisconsin for 1876, entitled, “ an act re-
lating to the preparation, publication and distribution of the
final report of the geological survey.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
und assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. Section six (6) of chapter one hundred
and twenty one of the laws of Wisconsin for 18786, is
hereby amended by inserting after the figures *“ 1877,”
in the eighth line of the section, the words “ and 1878,”
8o that the sentence shall read as follows: Each mem-
ber of the legislature of 1876 and 1877 and 1878, the
Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of State,
State Treasurer, Attorney General, Superintendent of
Schools, and each Judge of the supreme court, shall be
entitled to two copies of the complete report.

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 44.

AN ACT to appropriate to the State Agricultural Soclety the
sum of money therein named.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. There is bereby appropriated to the
State Agricultural Society, out of any money in the
general fund not otherwise appropriated, the sum of
two thousand dollars, for the promotion and advance-
ment of the industrial interests of the state.

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
